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Stab victim buried 


HUNDREDS of people at- 
tended the Jerusalem funeral 
late last night of Daniet Frei, 
28. a computer engineer 
killed early in the morning, 
apparently by a terrorist who 
broke into his home in Ma’a- 
leh Michmash, about a 10- 
minute ride from the Jerusa- 
lem neighborhood of Pisgat 
Ze'ev. 

His wife, Mara, 29, was also 
seriously wounded. and was 
listed in serious but stable 
condition at Hadassah-Uni- 
versity Hospital, Ein Kerem. 
Mara, who was five months 
pregnant, suffered multiple 
stab wounds to her lung, liver, 
and arm. She lost her fetus. 

The couple's 18-month-old 
daughter was asicep in the home 
at the time of the attack, and was 
not harmed. 

The couple's parents flew in 
from abroad for the funeral at the 
Har Hamenuhot cemetery. Frei 
immigrated from London in 
1991, and his wife immigrated 
from Chicago around the same 
time. 


According to police and mili- 
tary sources, at around 2:30 a.m. 
a terrorist broke into the house 
through the sliding glass back 
door. Frei apparently heard a 
noise, went to see what it was and 
was stabbed. Mara also came out 
of the bedroom, and was 
stabbed. The terrorist then fled. 

“At around 2:30, Mara came 
to our door, pounded on the 
door, and shouted, “Wake up. 
wake up, I'm bleeding,’ said 
Jeff Schneiderman, who lives in 
the house next door to Frei. 

“T opened the door and saw 
her bieeding profusely. She sat 
down oa the door aud started 
calling for her daughter.” 

Schneiderman said he ran to 
the house and saw Frei’s body

laying in a pool of blood. He then 
ran to another neighbor to get 
help. “I ran back into the [Frei] 
house and took out their daugh- 
ter,” Schneiderman said. 

During this time, Schneider- 
man’s wife, Marsha, was calling 
the emergency services in the set- 
tlement. A doctor went to the 
house, checked the body, and 
told the neighbors that Frei had 
been killed.

“This is a horrible murder,” 
OC Central Command Maj.-

action.” 

An anonymous caller later 
telephoned a news agency in Je- 
Tusalem and claimed responsibil- 
ity for the attack in the name of

“This operation is our reply to 
the arrest a week ago of three of 
our activists in Ramallah and the 
continued detention by the forces 
of occupation of Mustafa Kata- 
mish,” the caller said. 

Katamish, a member of the 
PFLP politburo, has been in an 
Israeli jail for the past three 
years.

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Convict client 
slays lawyer

LAWYER Avi Oren was shot 
dead in his Petah Tikva office 
Monday night by a crimiaal 
whom he had helped get fur- 
loughs from prison. 

The criminal, Arye Mehurash, 

then locked himself in the office 
and held police at bay all night 
before surrendering in the early 
morning. 
Meburash killed Oren at 
around 8:30 p.m., half an hour 
after he entered the lawyer’s of- 
fice. But police and anti-terror 
squad units only realized for cer- 
tain that Oren had been killed 
shortly after 2 am., when Me- 
hucash asked for forgiveness 
from the victim’s sister-in-law. 

Oren, 48, leaves behind a wife 
and three children. 

Despite repeated protests by 
police, who sought to prevent the 
furloughs by arguing that Mehur- 
ash was violent and a threat to the 
public, he was released following 
Oren’s many letters to the police 
and Prisons Service guaranteeing 
his good behavior. 

The drama began at around 8 
p.m. Monday when Oren’s 
friend, Eli Gal, phoned him in his 
office. 

"Ἢ was telling someone to put 
his gun down,"’ said Gal. 
“*You'll only complicate matters 
and get yourself in trouble,’ he 


Oren reportedly told his client 
that he would give him the 
NIS 4,560 he wanted. Sources 
said thar Mehurash kept a ‘‘trust 
fund’’ with his lawyer and took 
money from him during 
furloughs. 

Mehurash used a silencer on 
what police believe was a stolen 


gun, and intended taking his own 
life afterwards. 

However, police units, headed 
by Central District commander 
Shiomo i aad Sharon 
chief Bertie Obayon, were deter- 
mined to bring Mehurash out 

Ε. 


“"We' are not am assassination 
squad,” said Ohayon. “‘He did 
nol endanger the lives of anyone 
around him’? 

A special police negotiating 
squad, talking to Mchurash 
through the open but barred win- 
dow in the floor office, 
tried to persuade him to hand 
aver his gun and surrender. Me-

Meburash placed his pistol m his 
mouth. 

Despite the use of sophisticat- 
ed electronic equipment to deter- 
mine the number of people im the 
office, police could not say for 
sure whether he had killed Oren. 

Then, after midnight, Mebur- 
ash agreed to speak to Oren’s 
sister-in-law, reporter Yael Fish- 
bein. “I’m sorry I killed bim,”’ he 
reportedly told her. 

At around 5 am., Meburash, 
apparently exhausted, asked po- 
lice for a towel to cover his face 
ammunition before sumrendering. 

He had wrecked Oren’s office 
after killing him, apparently 
searching for money. 

A huge crowd, including MKs, 
lawyers and clients, attended 
Oren’s funeral at Segula ceme- 
tery yesterday afternoon.

The uninitiated think it's a “bar 
kof” (a voice from above), and 
look upwards quite scared. Some 
have been known to do instant 
teshuva (penitence). 

There is Gershon. traipsing 
down the steps in his hippie uni- 
form, ἃ la Woodstock era, com- 
plete with colored, Bucharian 
skullcap: blue eyes dancing and 
white beard prancing, looking for 
all the world like a Jewish Santa 
Claus.

He 
just is there, a silent sentinel on a 
silent mission of his own. 

There are also women regulars 
touched by the Jerusalem Syn- 
drome, some of whom camp out 
all night at the Wall, especially 
during the High Holy Days. 

Miriam is a squat, scarf-clad 
lady, who appeays at irregular 
hours, sometimes with a baby 
carriage in tow, sometimes with a 
tot or two as well.

Jewish Agency 
restructure plan

JEWISH Agency Chairman Av- 
Taham Burg yesterday presented 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
with his plan for restructuring the 
agency and cuttmg $500 million 
from its budget. 

The proposal calls for the cuts 
to take place over the next five 
years by having the government 
take over certain areas the agen- 
cy currently funds and by cutting 
those the government will not 
adopt. 

“A framework has been ac- 
cepted for the coming years to 
bring back financial stability and 
to make the agency more rele- 
vant for Israeli society and the 
Jewish people,” Bung said. 

He refused to specify which 
programs the agency would no 
longer handle, or whether agency 
employees would be fired. 

However he did say that immi- 
grant absorption, particularly ab- 
sorption centers and olim ἴ- 
zations, and agency educational 
programs for Israelis would be 
the first areas the for government 
take over. 

Burg said he discussed the 
with Absorption Minister Yair 
Tzaban and Finance Minister Av- 
raham Shohat, both of whom at- 
tended the meeting with Rabin. 

Tn the coming weeks, their 
ministries will work out details of 
what projects they are willing to 
take over. 

The Finance Ministry said that 
the 1996 budget has already been 
approved, so the government 
cannot any agency opera- 
tions next year. 


Tzaban said that there is no 
agreement whatsoever as to 
which programs his miuistry 
might take over. 

Burg introduced his plan to the 

ΠΟῪ board of in a 
marathon 13-hour session on 
Monday. 

There was agreement that the 
budget needed to be reduced, but 
the question remained where ex- 
actly the cuts would be made. 

Burg described the meeting as 
very emotional, with heads of 
some departments at times 
breaking into tears. 

“‘Everyoue agrees the cuts 
need to be made, the question is 
whose ox is gored,”’ said Charles 
Goodman, 


Agency treasurer 
Yehuda explained that the agen- 
cy has run into budgetary prob- 
fems because while its activity 
remains high, funding has not 


pt pace. 

Ben-Yehuda said the $900 mil- 
lion collected in Operation Exo- 
dus in the early 1990s for absorp- 
tion of Soviet and Ethiopian olim 
has been used up, 

Israel continues to receive 
70,000 olim annually from the 
former Soviet Union and 10,000 
from the rest of the world, he 
said. 

The agency will also start to 
look for donors within Israel as 
well. 

“There’s no reason the Israelis 
shouldn't participate in these pro- 
jects. Charity begins at home, 
and I think the sooner we get 
started the better,’’ he said.

He also announced the agency’s intention raise an additional $230 
million over the next five years to make up for a sag in donations in 


recent years. : 

“Ἴπ the last year or two, people from abroad have been saying they 
need the money for activities in their communities. And they bring up 
Beilin’s statement,"’ said Hanan Ben-Yehuda, the agency's treasurer. 

“People thought they were doing something wonderful for a won- 
derful place; his view that the contributions are aot needed, did not go 
over very well with those who thought to donate,” Goodman added. 
“In reducing the sense of need, he caused permanent damage [to fund- 
raising efforts]."" 

Not only were the comments detrimental the United Jewish Ap- 
peal’s ability to collect money for Israel, it also effected the contribu- 
tions for local Jewish projects in the Diaspora. 

Israel, Goodman said, serves as the rallymg cry for donations, 
without which Jews abroad would lose the incentive to donate all 


together, 

“We must remind ourselves that we have to do our share to help 
Israel. It is important to our affairs domestically and essential to our 
hope of continuity as a people,” he said. ‘

Egypt, Israel fail to agree on POW dispute =. 


CAIRO (AP) ~ Egypt and Israel 
failed to resolve a dispute yester- 
day over witether Israei should

POWs by Israeli troops during 
the Sinai Campaign and the Six 
Day War.
